The plea recommendation set forth below is agreed to by the Defendant, his attorney and the State's attorney, as evidenced by their 
respective signatures below. The Defendant understands that if he pleads guilty or nolo contendere and the punishment assessed by the Court 
does not exceed the punishment recommended, an appeal herein may only be prosecuted with the permission of the trial court. All' written 
motions on file are hereby waived. 

The Defendant acknowledges that he is aware of the ful! range of punishment provided by law for this offense as set forth below. The 
Defendant and his attorney state to the Court that there are no charged offenses arising out of the course of conduct which resulted in this 
prosecution still pending in a court of record. The Defendant affirmatively waives ail rights to appeal this cause. 

If the plea recommendation is for deferred adjudication probation, the Defendant is hereby informed that on violation of a condition of 
probation the Defendant may be arrested and detained. The Defendant js entitled to a hearing limited to the determination by the Court of 
whether it proceeds with an adjudication of guilt on the original charge. After an adjudication of guilt, all proceedings, including assessment of 
punishment, pronouncement of sentence, granting of probation, and Defendant's appeal continue as if the adjudication of guilt had not been 
deferred. The Court may assess punishment anywhere within the range provided by law for this offense. 

The Defendant waives a pre-sentence report and his right to have an alcohol evaluation performed prior to sentencing.
